TI1K CUIftKKK QUKNTION.

Tientsin, China, September ltf. .At

length the Commissioners appointed by
the United States Government to review
the Burlingarne Treaty have reached Tien¬
tsin en route to the Capital, for which
city they will start this morning. The
Minister, Mr. Angell, accompanies them.
He and they arrived from Chefoo on the
13th insL, having been delayed for a short
time by an accident to the rudder of thej
Ashuelot in her passage down the Peiho
river. The ambassadorial party was ac-

commodated on board th6 Ashuelot and
Monocacy. During the absence of Mr.
Angell I have had an interview with the
Viceroy, Li Hung Chang, according to the
purpose for which I came down from
Pekin.
At the time appointed by his Excellency

I was present at hia vamen, where I was
received flr*t by Mr. Mali, a Chinese gen¬
tleman who has taken his degrees in law
in France, and sneaks Freuch with remark¬
able iluency. He was interpreter in the
conversation which ensued between the
Viceroy and myself, and which lasted for
three-quarters of an hour. This potentate,
one ol the most powertul and irresponsi¬
ble of Eastern rulers, lives in an unassum¬
ing manner, and receives the visitors
whom he honors with an audience very
unostentatiously. It need not be im¬
agined, however, that bo ia always accessi¬
ble. The wall of Chinese officialdom is
hard to scale, and foreign officials even
have often, in cases of emergency, to creep
through a breach. The Governor in this
instance conversed with much freedom, at
least on the question of emigration, and his
suppositions as to the requirements of the
UnitedStateaCommissioners. Apparently
fairly well versed in the labor question as
it exists in California, he cannot imagine
that there ought to be any difficulty with
the Chinese laborers, and still less that
the treaty should be in ap sense open to
change or criticism. He said plainly that
the American Government must show
good reason before the authorities in Pekin
would consent to au alteration. He is evi¬
dently profoundly irritated at the proposi¬
tion, and the more irritated that it should
come from a power friendly and not ad¬
dicted to making unreasonable' demands
from eastern nations,.a power which fur¬
nished the verv American-Chinese Am-
bfleujuior, Hurlingame, wIiofq work it if now
sought to undo. And it must be under-
Btooil that though Li Hung Chang will not
be appointed,_6aJie was In the Brazilian
cabo, plenipotentiary, to meet the Coin-

yot he will have much to do in the
adjustment, tjia power, even in the
Taung Li Yamen, is still enormoup. and
in this case it will be felL I mean tuat
tn« wirpi? will be pulled by him;'that
he win he poniiuiHg on every move; and
there is a possibility that tiie ousiness may
terminate quickly.

Tbe most importantof the changes
made Jn this edition is the increase.of the
powers of the Registers, who are vir¬
tually made Judges, in the first
Instance, of nearly all matters in
bankruptcy, and due provision is made {or
bringing tbe courts of bankruptpy within

rpuh of parties having business in
them, the bill has beau wholly revised
and many alterations made, with the view
of making the law more elective and use¬
ful.
